FROM  THE  SELECTMEN'S  DESK 

1996  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Before  touching  on  the  highlights,  I  would  like  to  thank  a 
few  people  who  have  made  the  year  a  whole  lot  easier. 

To  Phyllis  Clark  of  Lempster  and  Toni  Bressette  of 
Sunapee,  a  big  thank  you  for  helping  Goshen  during  her  time 
of  need  this  past  summer  while  Mrs.  Baker  was  recuperating. 

Our  Administrative  Assistant,  Pauline  Gentes,  is  leaving 
after  three  and  half  years.   We  cannot  thank  her  enough  for 
her  dedication,  resourcefulness  and  organizational  skills 
which  have  put  this  office  in  good  working  order. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  of  Sunapee  Highway 
Department  for  the  labor  and  equipment  exchange  with  our 
Highway  Department  which  made  the  Lear  Hill  repaving  a 
success . 

Lastly,  we  would  like  to  thank  Jan  Parmalee  for  the 
great  care  of  Town  Hall .   The  main  hall  was  completely 
restored  within  the  ceiling  repair  budget.   The  hall  now 
looks  great . 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  include  the  handicap 
ramp  at  the  Town  Hall.   The  ramp  is  now  complete  and  ready 
for  use  at  Town  Meeting.   The  second  Ball  Park  Road  Bridge 
has  been  in  place  since  mid- summer.   The  town  office  has 
recently  acquired  a  fax  machine  which  will  enable  us  to 
operate  more  efficiently  and  cost  effectively.   The  new 
number  for  the  machine  is  863-5080.   Early  this  summer  the 
answering  machine  for  the  selectmen  will  be  added  to  this 
number . 

The  two  major  hurdles  faced  by  the  selectmen  this  year 
were  the  transfer  station  and  the  town  wide  revaluation. 
These  two  projects  took  up  most  of  our  time.   The  revaluation 
is  in  its  final  stages.   Abatements  and  corrections  will 
continue  after  town  meeting.   We  have  come  from  a  144% 
equalized  value  to  a  100%  equalized  value  on  the  second  half 
tax  bills.   The  state  computer  program  will  enable  the  town 
to  update  valuations  yearly  based  of  the  sales  figures 
provided  by  the  state.   This  should  prevent  the  tax  rate  from 
rising  to  144%  allowing  wild  swings  in  the  tax  rate. 

The  transfer  station  has  been  cleaned  up  and  the  tire 
pile  is  history.   We  have  purchased  a  cardboard  and  aluminum 
containers  to  be  used  this  spring.   We  received  a  grant  from 
NH  Beautiful  to  help  with  this  expense.   The  down  side  is 
that  the  town  currently  does  not  have  a  permit  to  run  the 
facility.   We  are  working  with  the  state  and  Normandeau,  the 
town  engineers,  on  a  closure  plan  and  design  of  a  recycling 
center  in  order  to  get  the  proper  permits  to  remain  open. 
There  are  items  in  the  1997  proposed  budget  to  address  these 
problems . 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  working  at  the  Rand 
Pond  property.   Summer  Fest,  Old  Home  Day  and  the  Library 
continue  to  be  a  highlight  in  the  town  spirit. 

It  has  been  a  challenge  and  a  pleasure  these  last  three 
years  serving  in  the  office  as  your  selectmen.

7.  "Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  town  of 
Goshen,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be  as  follows: 

for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years:  $20,000. 

for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years:  $30,000. 

for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older:  $40,000. 

lb  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5 
years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by 
such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.

(Major- 
ity vote  required)

266-1/2  hours  were  spent  on  fire  calls,  and  700-1/2  hours  were  spent  on  meet- 
ings, work  details  and  training  for  a  total  of  967  hours  with  no  labor  costs  to  the 
town. 

Looking  at  the  Fire  Department's  Treasurer's  Report  it  shows  a  balance  of 
$8,860. 14  but  it  actually  is  $4,300. 14,  because  of  some  equipment  that  was  bought 
in  Dec.  1996  with  our  1996  appropriation,  but  wasn't  billed  until  1997. 

Remember  911  is  the  number  to  dial  for  emergency  use  only.  All  other  calls  dial 
542-5155  for  our  Dispatch  or  call  me  at  home  after  4:00  p.m.  or  on  weekends  at 
863-3143. 

Also  keep  in  mind,  permits  are  required  for  all  outside  fire  when  there  is  no 
snow  on  the  ground.  Permits  may  be  obtained  from  Forest  Warden  Arthur  Nelson 
at  863-1509.  Whether  a  permit  is  needed  or  not,  please  call  the  fire  dispatch  at 
542-5155  and  let  them  know  the  time  and  location  you  will  be  burning.  That 
way  if  somebody  calls  in  a  report  of  smoke,  the  Department  won't  have  to  chase 
around  trying  to  locate  it. 

At  this  time  many  thanks  to  the  Goshen  Police  Department  and  all  others  that 
have  supported  and  helped  the  Department  in  the  last  year.

1996 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  (UVLSRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association 
of  31  towns.  The  Commission  is  concerned  with  the  development  of  comprehensive  plans  for  beneficial 
and  balanced  economic,  environmental  and  social  growth  in  the  Region.  It  functions  as  a  research, 
resource  and  informational  agency  and,  when  appropriate,  acts  to  obtain  Federal,  State  and  other 
approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance  for  individual  member  towns  and  for  the  Region. 
The  Commission  provides  technical  assistance  to  member  communities  in  the  areas  of  planning(land  use, 
transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping,  community  development,  grantsmanship  and  grant 
administration.  In  addition,  regional  studies,  such  as  our  Regional  Transportation  Plan,  and  regional 
projects,  such  as  household  hazardous  waste  collections  and  the  Connecticut  River  Scenic  Byway  Study, 
are  undertaken  to  the  benefit  of  more  than  one  community. 

In  the  past  year,  services  such  as  our  Planning  Board  training  series,  and  library,  which  features  maps, 
planning  resources  and  US  Census  data,  were  available  to  all  of  our  member  communities.  Goshen 
residents  have  taken  advantage  of  some  of  these  services.

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GOSHEN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1996  REPORT 


The  Goshen  Police  Department  was  extremely  busy  during  1996.  The  year  started 
off  and  ended  with  the  police  department  struggling  to  properly  allocate  the 
limited  hours  that  have  been  allotted  us,  while  still  responding  to  calls  and 
patrolling  some  of  the  roads  of  Goshen. 

The  number  of  calls  for  service  in  1996  totalled  599  calls.  The  types  of  calls 
included  animal  complaints,  criminal  arrests,  juvenile  problems,  and  thefts.  The 
high  number  of  calls  should  be  an  obvious  indicator  that  there  is  a  definite  need 
for  a  police  department.  You  should  note  that  the  number  of  calls  only  reflects 
those  responded  to  by  the  Goshen  Police  Department.  Due  to  the  limited  hours 
allotted  the  Department,  additional  calls  must  be  handled  by  other  agencies, 
sometimes  on  a  less  timely  basis.  While  Goshen  does  not  presently  have  a  full 
time  department,  an  officer  is  usually  only  a  telephone  call  away. 

The  numbers  indicate  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  reported  criminal  ac- 
tivity and  requests  for  assistance  to  the  residents  of  Goshen.  In  an  attempt  to 
help  out  the  budget  crunch  that  the  Town  felt  in  1996,  the  Goshen  Police  De- 
partment applied  for  and  received  funding  from  the  New  Hampshire  Highway 
Safety  Department  for  additional  patrols.  The  patrols  were  directed  towards 
juveniles  who  had  been  drinking  and/or  transporting  alcoholic  beverages.  The 
grants  also  helped  to  have  officers  available  to  residents  while  on  patrol  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town. 

The  patrols  were  very  successful  and  numerous  arrests  for  possession  of  alcohol 
were  made.  We  have  applied  for  two  similar  grants  for  1997  and  hope  they  will 
be  approved  by  the  State.  Again,  this  will  save  your  tax  dollars  in  1997. 

At  the  1996  Town  Meeting,  residents  approved  a  Town  Ordinance  regarding 
open  containers  of  alcohol  upon  any  public  property.  At  the  meeting,  there  were 
serious  concerns  about  problems  that  could  arise  because  of  this  ordinance.  We 
are  happy  to  report  that  none  of  those  problems  occurred.  Several  individuals 
were  charged  with  violating  the  Town  ordinance  and  subsequently  fined  through 
the  Newport  District  Court.  ALL  OF  THE  MONEY  COLLECTED  IN  FINES 
WAS  RETURNED  TO  THE  TOWN. 

Juvenile  crimes  took  up  a  great  deal  of  time  in  1996.  As  such,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment provided  juveniles  involved  in  crimes  the  option  of  performing  community 
service.  The  community  service  included  raking  leaves  on  Town  owned  prop- 
erty, removing  brush  at  some  of  the  local  cemeteries,  and  collecting  trash  along 
roads.  This  program  worked  very  well  and  we  plan  to  continue  it  in  the  future. 
Anyone  with  any  suggestions  for  community  service  projects  should  contact  the 
Selectmen's  Office  or  the  Police  Department.  The  only  requirement  is  that  the 
task  must  benefit  the  community,  not  an  individual. 

Along  with  the  Fire  Department,  the  Goshen  Police  Department  will  be  asking 
for  support  this  year  to  receive  funding  for  an  addition  to  the  existing  Fire  De- 
partment. The  addition  would  provide  additional  space  for  the  Fire  Department 
and  a  new  home  for  the  Police  Department,  since  we  have  outgrown  the  small 
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space  allotted  us  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The  need  for  privacy  and  confidenti- 
ality within  the  Police  Department  is  extremely  critical,  but  virtually  impos- 
sible with  the  current  set-up. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  continued 
support  of  the  Police  Department,  as  well  as  the  Goshen  Fire  Department  for 
their  assistance  whenever  they  have  been  requested.  The  Town  is  fortunate  to 
have  an  excellent  working  relationship  between  the  two  departments.  I  would 
also  like  to  thank  Officer  Edward  Andersen  for  the  time,  effort  and  energy  that 
he  has  put  into  making  himself  available  to  the  residents  twenty-four  hours  a 
day.  Eddie  is  truly  a  credit  to  the  Goshen  Police  Department,  but  especially  to 
the  residents  of  Goshen.  On  behalf  of  the  Goshen  Police  Department,  please 
feel  free  to  contact  us  at  any  time.  We  will  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  to

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CEMETERY  REPORT 


This  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  the  Goshen  Cemetery  Commission.  Long 
time  member  Arthur  Nelson  resigned  after  many  years  of  service.  Elected  to 
serve  the  commission  were  Lars  Nelson  and  Arthur  Jillette,  leaving  a  third  po- 
sition unfilled.  The  current  commission  has  held  three  meetings  to  date  to  ad- 
dress current  issues  and  chart  a  future  course. 

Of  primary  concern  is  the  current  state  of  disrepair  of  our  three  cemeteries.  We 
have  many  stones  down  or  broken.  Fencing  is  falling  apart  and  the  brush  war  is 
being  lost.  Our  plan  is  to  begin  repairs  and  institute  an  annual  cemetery  day  to 
encourage  volunteer  efforts.  Our  first  such  effort  was  held  at  Four  Corners  Cem- 
etery this  past  October  19th.  Much  debris  was  removed  and  many  stones  were 
straightened  by  our  small  band  of  helpers.  We  express  much  thanks  to  Jack 
Grantham  of  Stone  Vault  Co.  for  his  help  and  education. 

Another  area  of  concern  are  our  site  and  burial  fees  which  are  significantly 
lower  than  surrounding  towns.  There  is  a  real  risk  that  nonresident  burials 
could  increase  due  to  this  inequality.  Low  fees  also  place  a  higher  burden  on 
taxpayer  support  for  maintenance  and  perpetual  care.  Our  plan  is  to  gradually 
increase  fees  which  have  not  been  changed  in  forty  years  to  market  norms. 

There  is  currently  no  established  procedure  for  operation  of  the  commission  and 
payment  of  bills.  Local  undertakers  have  requested  rate  charts  as  payments  are 
often  made  through  them.  Our  plan  is  to  develop  a  legal  working  procedure  so 
that  we  might  be  more  efficient  and  coordinated.  To  this  end  we  have  developed 
a  list  of  rates  and  regulations.  This  is  available  at  the  town  office  and  should  be 
provided  for  anyone  wishing  to  have  a  burial  in  Goshen. 

Our  thanks  to  those  who  have  provided  help  and  education  in  this  transition 
period.  We  hope  to  restore  and  rehabilitate  our  cemeteries  to  a  condition  that 
adequately  reflects  the  care  we  feel  for  our  town  and  lost  loved  ones.

The  Selectmen  and  the  Goshen  Conservation  Commission 
submitted  an  application  for  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation 
Fund  Award  of  $25,000.   Although,  we  were  not  initially- 
successful,  we  were  next  in  line  to  receive  the  grant.   One 
of  the  winners  had  to  withdraw  their  application  so  that  we 
were  awarded  the  grant  to  purchase  the  Rand  Pond  Lot .   We 
intend  to  develop  the  beach  front  lot  for  recreation  and 
swimming.   We  had  two  or  three  work  sessions  at  the  pond  with 
volunteers  and  Commission  members  and  much  progress  was 
made.   We  hope  to  have  some  access  problems  worked  out  with 
the  State  Access  Committee  in  early  1997.   This  area  will 
certainly  become  a  great  asset  for  Goshen  in  the  future. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  maintain  the 
hiking  trail  around  Gunnison  Lake.   We  would  like  to  ask 
those  that  use  the  picnic  area  and  hiking  trail  to  please 
carry  out  all  that  is  brought  in.   No  open  fires  are 
permitted. 

We  were  pleased  with  the  work  done  by  the  Community 
Environmental  Outreach  Program  group  from  UNH  on  the 
protection  of  the  Gunnison  Lake  water  resource.   They  are 
working  with  us  on  a  computer  program  which  will  help  in  our 
town  natural  resource  inventory  work  which  we  must  accomplish 
by  law.

The  following  is  a  report  on  the  activities  of  the  SCEDC  for  the  year  1996. 
Successes  Highlighted  are: 

A.  Obtained  another  Community  Development  Block  Grant  from  the  Office  of 
State  Planning  for  the  County.  This  Grant  will  allow  SCEDC  to  expand  its  staff 
to  four  people  that  will  assist  the  business's  within  the  County. 

B.  Continue  to  provide  managerial  and  financial  assistance  to  the  Claremont 
Foundry.  They  currently  employ  52  people  with  plans  to  expand  even  further. 

C.  Assisted  East  Coast  Steel,  Inc.  with  its  merger  to  the  Claremont  Facility. 
They  are  now  completely  relocated  to  Claremont  and  are  employing  some  150 
people  with  additional  plans  to  expand. 

D.  Managed  to  expand  our  Revolving  Loan  Funds  to  approximately  51  million 
dollars.  This  money  is  utilized  in  stabilizing  and  assisting  County  business's  to 
strengthen  their  financial  positions. 

E.  Issued  a  Start-up  loan  to  Maple  Leaf  Technologies  and  helped  them  locate  to 
Charlestown. 

F.  Assisted  Clyde  River  Enterprises  receive  financial  assistance  to  relocate  from 
Windsor,  Vt.  to  Charlestown,  NH. 

Our  labor  task  force,  after  two  years  of  meetings,  has  finally  shaped  the  scope  of 
information  that  we  feel  we  need  to  bring  the  Sullivan  County  workforce  into 
the  21st  Century.  SCEDC  has  joined  forces  with  the  New  Hampshire  Commu- 
nity Technical  College,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  US  Census  Bu- 
reau to  jointly  survey  and  monitor  the  areas  labor  picture.  This  will  involve 
surveys,  phone  calls,  creation  of  data  bases,  and  development  of  on-going  pro- 
grams to  enhance  our  ability  to  compete  now  and  into  the  future. 

SCEDC  continues  to  market  the  region  and  its  workforce  around  the  world  in 
hopes  of  acquiring  healthy,  good  paying  jobs  for  the  citizens  of  Sullivan  County.

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NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
1996  REPORT 


In  calendar  1996,  Newport  Ambulance  responded  to  890  calls  for  service.  This 
reflects  a  little  less  than  2%  increase  over  th  874  calls  handled  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  32  responses  to  the  Town  of  Goshen,  compared  to  36  calls  for 
service  in  1995. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  significant  changes  to  the  EMS  system  at 
both  the  state  and  national  levels.  The  greatest  change  was  a  complete  re-write 
of  the  EMT-Basic  curriculum  at  the  national  level.  This  change  provides  EMT's 
with  additional  lifesaving  skills  in  emergency  medical  management.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  all  Newport's  personnel  have  successfully  completed  the 
required  transition  program.  Changes  at  the  state  level  include  a  complete  over- 
haul of  the  legislation  and  regulations  involving  EMS  in  New  Hampshire.  New- 
port Ambulance  Service,  its  personnel  and  equipment  meet,  and  in  most  areas 
exceed,  the  minimum  requirements  as  set  forth  by  the  new  guidelines. 

We  currently  operate  with  a  staff  of  15  volunteers  and  a  full  time  paramedic/ 
director.  Our  recruitment  program  is  ongoing  and  we  are  always  interested  in 
meeting  potential  volunteers.  Several  members  of  our  department  are  certified 
instructors  who  are  always  eager  to  help  new  students  learn  the  ropes. 

The  Ambulance  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  of  Goshen  for  their  con- 
tinuing support.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  Gymnasium 
in  Lempster,  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1997,  at  seven  o'clock  P.M.  to  act  upon  the  articles 
set  forth  in  the  Warrant.  Articles  1,2,3  and  4  of  the  Warrant  covering  the  election  of 
Moderator,  Member  of  the  School  Board  from  Goshen  and  a  member  from  Lempster,  and 
Auditor  will  be  acted  upon  at  three  o'clock  P.M.,  and  voting  will  be  by  official  ballot  and 
checklist.

(The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.) 

ARTICLE  8. 

To  see  if  the  School  District  will  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  35:l-b  to  meet  the  expenses  of  educationally  disabled  children  and  raise  and 
appropriate  up  to  TEN  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($10,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  Fund,  with 
such  amount  to  be  funded  from  the  June  30,  1997  undesignated  fund  balance  (surplus).

The  business  meeting  was  recessed  until  7:00  p.m.  by  Moderator  John  Williams.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  p.m.  by  the  moderator.    Board  members  Don 
Arsenault,  Paul  Barrett,  Doris  Adler,  Arthur  Jillette  and  Arne  Nilsen  were  present  along 
with  Superintendent  Liz  Durocher  and  Business  Administrator  Alan  Doherty. 

ARTICLE  1. 

To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

John  Williams  was  elected  moderator  for  a  one  year  term  by  152  votes. 

ARTICLE  2. 

To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  from  Goshen  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 

Paul  Barrett  was  elected  for  a  two  year  term  with  66  votes.   Other  votes  cast  were  Arne 
Nilsen  59  votes,  E.  LeClair  1,  K.  Onella  1,  E.  Dennis  1,  J.  Scranton  1,  and  J.  Terrell  1. 

ARTICLE  3. 

To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  from  Lempster  for  the  ensuing  five  years. 

David  Keeler  was  elected  for  the  five  year  term  with  90  votes.  Other  votes  cast  were  for 
John  Terrell  8 1  votes. 

ARTICLE  4. 

To  choose  an  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year 

Fred  Baird  was  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  with  67  votes.  Other  votes  cast  were  Don 
Allen  2,  Darral  Keeler  1,  Barbara  Chadwick  1,  Fred  Bass  1,  John  Williams  1,  Arne  Nilsen 
1,  D.  Bevilacqua  1,  J.  Terrell  1,  F.  Smith  1,  D.  Allen  3,  M.  Hathaway  1,  K.  Onella  1. 

ARTICLE  5. 

To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Motion  made  by  Dan  Petterson,  seconded  by  Rudolph  Adler.  Article  five  passed 
unanimously  with  a  voice  vote  and  no  comments. 

ARTICLE  6. 

To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  determine  and  fix  the  salaries  of  the  school  district 
officers  as  follows:  school  board  members  $250.00  per  member  per  year;  school  board 
chairman  $300.00  per  year;  school  district  moderator  $50.00  per  meeting;  school  district 
clerk  $350.00  per  year;  and  school  district  treasurer  $425.00  per  year.   (The  school  board 
recommends  this  article.) 

Motion  made  by  Ralph  Keeler  and  seconded  by  Randy  Bell.  After  some  comments  were 
made  in  favor  of  this  article  it  was  passed  unanimously  by  a  voice  vote. 
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ARTICLE  7. 

To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  TWO  MILLION 
SEVENTY  NINE  THOUSAND  SEVENTY  SLX  DOLLARS  (2,079.076)  as  recommended  by  the 
school  board,  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  available  income  estimated  at 
THREE  HUNDRED  TWENTY  FOUR  THOUSAND  SIX  HUNDRED  FIFTY  SEVEN  DOLLARS 
($324,657.00).   (The  school  board  recommends  this  article.) 

Motion  was  made  by  Doris  Adler,  seconded  by  Florence  Michaels.   Doris  Adler  explained 
some  of  the  particulars  of  the  article  including  the  increase  in  the  budget,  and  State 
funding  requirements.   Doris  Adler  also  described  the  need  for  a  Guidance  Counselor, 
and  because  there  will  be  thirty-three  first  graders  in  September  a  half  time  teacher  will 
be  added.   Doris  congratulated  the  board  for  working  to  keep  the  costs  down.   Many  of 
our  students  are  on  the  Honor  Roll  when  they  are  in  high  school. 

Comments  were  made  on  the  difference  in  assessed  valuation  in  Goshen  and  Lempster. 
After  a  review  of  Article  7  by  moderator,  John  Williams,  the  article  was  passed  with  a 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  8. 

To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
withdrawing  from  SAU  43  and  to  take  the  necessary  action  to  reorganize  into  a  new 
SAU.   (The  school  board  recommends  this  article.) 

Motion  was  made  by  Don  Arsenault  and  seconded  by  Steve  Casey.   Don  Arsenault 
explained  the  study  made  over  the  past  year.  He  stated  that  the  SAU  board  meetings 
were  not  productive  or  functional  and  the  school  board  recommends  the  split.   Don 
made  mentions  of  House  Bill  1610  and  recommended  we  vote  for  it.  In  a  new  SAU  .we 
would  have  less  administrative  costs  and  in  the  event  of  a  spilt  we  would  receive  our 
share  of  equipment,  etc.  Our  students  could  still  go  to  any  of  the  high  schools. 

Doris  Adler  recommended  taking  a  paper  ballot.  Motion  was  made  by  Michael  Sklar  and 
seconded  by  Lori  Wilcox.  All  were  in  favor  of  a  paper  ballot. 

A  'YES  -  NO"  vote  was  taken  with  128  in  favor  and  7  who  voted  "no". 

ARTICLE  9. 

To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  SEVENTEEN 
THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  NINETY  NINE  DOLLARS  ($17,899.00)  as  a  deficit 
appropriation  to  the  1995-96  budget  to  cover  increases  in  the  cost  of  special  education 
and  tuition  costs  and  instruct  the  clerk  to  issue  a  certificate  therefore  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  towns  of  Goshen  and  Lempster.   (The  School  Board  recommends  this 
appropriation.) 

Motion  was  made  by  Arthur  Jillette  and  seconded  by  Arne  Nilsen.  After  reconsideration 
on  this  article  it  was  withdrawn  from  the  agenda.  The  motion  was  passed  unanimously 
with  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  10. 

To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIVE  HUNDRED 
DOLLARS  ($500.00)  to  be  added  to  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  previously  established,   (the  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.) 

A  motion  sas  made  by  Earle  Chandler  and  seconded  by  Pnyllis  Baker  on  this  article. 
Doris  Adler  explained  the  money  was  to  replace  some  of  the  money  used  for  work  on  the 
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boiler.  This  article  was  passed  unanimously  with  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  11. 

To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ELEVEN  THOUSAND 
DOLLARS  ($1 1,000.00)  to  install  an  auxiliary  power  system  (generator).   (The  School 
Board  recommends  this  appropriation.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Phillip  Keeler  and  seconded  by  Ralph  Keeler  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($5,  500.00).   Phillip  Keeler  stated 
he  has  investigated  costs  and  we  would  be  able  to  put  the  generator  into  use  at  lower 
cost  using  a  used  switch  with  a  ninety  day  warranty.   Paul  Barrett  explained  the  need 
for  a  generator.  The  vote  for  an  appropriation  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED 
DOLLARS  ($5,500.00)  was  passed  unanimously  with  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  12. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  the  water  system  operation.  Water  safety  was  discussed. 

Don  Arsenault  thanked  the  administrators  and  superintendent  for  help  in  preparing  the 
budget. 

Don  Arsenault  thanked  Paul  Barrett  for  serving  on  the  school  board  for  the  past  five 
years. 

He  thanked  the  PTC  for  all  the  support  they  give  the  school  with  programs  and  the 
playground  equipment,  etc. 

Ruth  LeClair  and  her  staff  were  thanked  for  the  dinner  they  put  on  tonight. 

A  multi-year  negotiation  for  teachers  contracts  may  be  more  productive.   Comments  were 
asked  for.  None  received. 

Liz  Durocher  was  thanked  for  her  three  years  of  service  as  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
and  the  School  Board  was  thanked  for  their  work.  John  Williams,  moderator,  made  a 
point  of  saying  more  citizens  should  be  at  the  meeting. 

ON  A  MOTION  BY  DORIS  ADLER  AND  SECONDED  BY  MICHAEL  SHKLAR  THE  MEETING 
WAS  ADJOURNED  AT  8:40  PM. 

The  polls  were  closed  10  minutes  later.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  District: 


It  is  altogether  appropriate  at  this  time  of  year  to  reflect  upon  that  which  has 
occurred  in  the  school  district  that  is  noteworthy  in  order  to  ensure  the  citizenry  that 
its  support  of  its  school  is  warranted.  With  this  in  mind,  the  following  illustrations  are 
offered: 

•  A  long-standing  issue  related  to  the  quality  of  the  water  at  the  Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative  School  was  finally  brought  to  closure  which  meant  state  standards 
were  properly  addressed. 

•  A  collective  bargaining  agreement  was  generated  that  featured  additional  work 
days  so  that  greater  focus  could  be  placed  upon  curriculum  and  instructional 
efforts  that  improve  student  achievement. 

•  Execution  of  the  District  Educational  Improvement  Plan  was  carried  forward, 
thereby  serving  as  the  vehicle  for  continuous  improvements  in  educational 
programming  in  the  school  district. 

•  A  successful  introduction  of  a  guidance  program  occurred  at  the  Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative  School  which  provided  heretofore  unavailable  services  to  the  student 
body. 

•  Withdrawal  from  School  Administrative  Unit  #43  was  ultimately  achieved  with 
voter  approval  at  a  Special  Meeting  on  October  29,  1996  and  subsequent 
confirmation  and  certification  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  December  of 
1996. 

As  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District  becomes  School  Administrative  Unit  #71  on 
July  1,  1997,  a  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  school  district  will  unfold.  Given  that 
many  positive  happenings  have  occurred  over  the  years,  it  is  very  likely  that  this  will 
continue. 

It  is  our  sincerest  wish  that  this  will  be  so.

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PRINCIPAL'S   REPORT 
1996 


It  is  the  vision  of  the  Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative  School  District  to  work  with  the 
community  to  enable  students  to  become  life- 
long learners  and  contributing  members  of 
society  by  providing  social,  intellectual, 
and  physical  experiences  which  develop 
leadership  and  problem  solving  skills 
essential  in  an  ever  changing  environment. 

This  vision  statement  was  crafted  by  the 
Goshen-Lempster  District  Educational  Improvement  Team  as  the 
foundation  for  the  development  of  an  educational  improvement 
plan.    The  team,  which  was  initially  led  by  former  School 
Board  Chair  Donald  Arsenault,  is  presently  comprised  of 
Mr.  John  Bonfiglio,  Ms.  Ruth  LeClair,  Ms.  Sandra  Lord, 
Ms.  Carolyn  Fellows,  Ms.  Barbara  Richards,  and 
Dr.  Lilyan  Wright;  it  is  currently  engaged  in  evaluating  the 
school's  technology,  following  the  school's  curriculum 
alignment  with  the  New  Hampshire  frameworks,  and  determining 
the  success  of  Goshen-Lempster  graduates  in  high  school.  The 
plan  has  established  a  Technology  Team  (Ms.  Sharon  Parsons, 
Ms.  Dayle  Wells  and  Mr.  John  Bonfiglio)  which  created  a 
three  year  technology  plan.   It  also  established  a  Community 
Relations  Team  whose  members  are  Mr.  John  Bonfiglio, 
Ms.  Judy  Brenner,  Mr.  Yorick  Hurd,  Ms.  Nancy  Rickard, 
Ms.  Jane  Skeie,  and  Mr.  John  Terrell.         The  Community 
Relations  Team  is  currently  working  with  the  P.T.C.  in  the 
development  of  an  After  School  Program  for  the  children  of 
the  community.    The  efforts,  the  contributions,  and  the 
unselfish  dedication  of  time  of  the  members  of  these  teams 
have  been  key  to  success  of  the  development  and  the 
implementation  of  the  educational  improvement  plan. 

The  Goshen-Lempster  Parent-Teachers'  Club  (P.T.C), 
under  the  leadership  of  President  Judy  Brenner,  has  had  an 
incredible  year  in  terms  of  activities  to  provide  funds  for 
student  projects,  organizing  educational  and  parenting 
presentations  for  citizens,  and  developing  projects  for  the 
betterment  of  the  school.    One  project  is  the  formation  of 
an  After  School  Program,  operated  by  the  Visiting  Nurses 
Association,  which  will  enable  parents  to  have  their 
children  remain  at  school  until  they  return  home  from  work. 
The  P.T.C,  with  the  Community  Relations  Team,  is  exploring 
ways  to  offer  enrichment  programs  to  students  participlating 
in  the  After  School  Program.    Another  P.T.C.  project  is  the 
construction  of  a  School-Community  Athletic  Court  at  the 
school.     The  development  of  the  court  is  dependent  upon 
contributions  to  the  project  in  the  form  of  shares  (one 
hundred  dollar  donations).    Each  shareholder's  name  will  be 
displayed  at  the  site  of  the  court.    Some  of  the  people  who 
have  been  instrumental  in  the  various  P.T.C  projects  are: 
Ms.  Kim  Gaddes,  Ms.  Jane  Heath,  Ms.  Jane  Skeie, 
Ms.  Terry  Smith,  Ms.  Marrianne  Dennis,  Ms.  Janet  Gibson, 
Ms.  Debra  Dustin,  Ms.  Gayle  Fleming,  Ms.  Ginny  Johnson,  and 
Ms.  Becky  Luppold . 
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School  staff  and  community  members  are  constantly 
involved  in  the  development  of  student  activities  in  an 
effort  to  enhance  the  school  experience  for  the  children  of 
the  community.    There  are  many  activities  and  events  which 
shape  a  school  year.   To  mention  them  all  within  this  report 
is  not  possible;  some  of  the  occurrences  of  the  past  year 
were : 

JANUARY 

The  third  year  of  the  Winter  Activity  Program  offered 
four  days  of  activities:  downhill  skiing,  roller  skating, 
tennis,  swimming,  bowling,  cooking,  crafts,  volleyball  and 
basketball.     The  planning  committee  for  the  program 
consisted  of  Ms.  Sharon  Parsons  (Chair  Person), 
Ms.  Kim  Gaddes,  Ms.  Annette  Howard,  Ms.  Sandra  Lord, 
Ms.  Nancy  Rickard,  Ms.  Dayle  Wells,  and  Ms.  Helen  Hodgeman. 

Ms.  Sharon  Parsons  developed  and  implemented  a  computer 
education  class  for  eighth  grade  students. 

A  Personal  Safety  and  Awareness  Program  was  conducted 
with  eighth  grade  students.    The  program,  sponsored  by  a 
school  grant  and  facilitated  by  Counselor  Kerry  Hague  of 
Women's  Supportive  Services,  is  designed  to  prepare  students 
for  responsible  decision  making. 

FEBRUARY 

An  intramural  basketball  program  was  organized  for 
students  by  coaches  Philip  Tirrell  and  Barbara  Chadwick. 
Many  hours  were  spent  practicing  after  school  and  playing  in 
competition . 

On  the  day  prior  to  the  Primary  Election,  students 
listened  to  the  various  "candidates"  speak  on  the  issues. 
Organized  by  Ms.  Brewer  and  Mr.  Purmort,  the  Eighth  Grade 
students  studied  and  portrayed  the  candidates.    Then  each 
student  registered  to  vote,  and,  on  election  day,  each 
student  voted  for  the  candidates  of  their  choice. 

Students  were  honored  at  a  mid-year  awards  assembly. 
Honors  were  bestowed  for  scholastic  achievement,  athletic 
involvement,  attendance,  citizenship,  and  school  service. 
A  special  presentation  was  made  to  Ms.  Parsons  for  her 
outstanding  organization  of  the  Winter  Activity  Program. 

MARCH 

Three  Goshen-Lempster  School  teams  attended  the 
New  Hampshire  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  competition  in  Keene .   The 
Primary  Team  (Leonard  Brown,  Rachel  Shklar,  and  Benny  and 
Justin  Lamontagne),  coached  by  Ms.  Peggy  Brown,  worked  on 
the  problem  Better  Safe  than  Sorry.    The  Division  1  Team 
(Ashley  Decoteau,  Kevin  Dennis,  Julie  Heath,  Mathias  and 
Josiah  Downey,  and  Jason  and  Jessie  Gagnon),  coached  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Downey,  worked  on  the  problem  entitled  Crunch . 
The  Division  2  Team  (Dustin  Beaudry,  Jason  Bosma ,  John  Brow, 
Nellie  Edes,  and  Desiree  Wright),  coached  by  Ms.  LeClair, 
took  third  place  for  their  solution  of  Amusin'  Cruisin. 
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A  District  Technology  Team  was  formed  to  articulate  a 
three  year  technology  plan  for  the  school.    Ms.  Parsons, 
Ms.  Wells,  Superintendent  Durocher,  and  Mr.  Bonfiglio 
presented  the  plan  to  the  School  Board.     The  plan 
developed  in  three  phases,  including  such  features  as 
school  wide  networking,  access  to  the  Internet,  a  course 
in  Keyboarding  for  eighth  grade  students,  eguipment 
upgrades,  and  training  for  the  staff. 

International  Four-H  Youth  Exchange  delegate 
Josef  Carlson  spoke  to  the  entire  student  body  about  his 
experiences  while  living  with  his  host  family  in  Estonia.

As  part  of  the  recently  developed  Technology  Plan, 
during  the  fourth  quarter,  the  Eighth  Grade  students 
traveled  daily  to  the  Sugar  River  Technical  center  in 
Newport  for  a  computer  keyboarding  class.    The  class  is  a 
requirement  for  students  to  participate  in  freshman  level 
computer  classes.

Jessica  Stebins  gave  a  slide  presentation  of  her  six  months 
as  a  delegate  in  Greece. 

MAY 

As  part  of  the  Lawyer  in  Every  School  program, 
attorneys  Michael  Shklar  and  Marc  Hathaway  spent  an  entire 
day  at  the  school  making  classroom  presentations  on  the 
function  of  our  legal  system. 

Fire  Chief  Phillip  Tirrell,  Lempster  Fire  Department, 
and  Deputy  Fire  Chief  Ernie  Dennis,  Goshen  Fire  Department, 
presented  personalized  story  books  (School  is  Fun)  to  each 
first  grade  student.   The  books  were  purchased  by  the 
Lempster  Fire  and  Rescue  Department. 

JUNE 

The  Eighth  Grade  Class  made  a  class  trip  to 
Lake  George,  New  York.   The  trip  was  educational  and 
recreational  with  historical  tours,  white  water  rafting, 
and  other  activities.

kitchen . 
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On  the  evening  of  June  13,  parents  and  guests  were 
welcomed  to  the  Eighth  Grade  Graduation  exercises  by  the 
Class  Salutatorian  Shannon  Smith.    The  class  history  was 
delivered  by  Third  Honors  Graduate  Kathleen  Arsenault,  and 
the  farewell  address  was  made  by  Co-Valedictorians 
Stacy  Koscielniak  and  Danielle  Montgomery.     Awards  were 
presented  by  Mr.  Davidson  and  Mr.  Bonfiglio,  and 
Dr.  Lilyan  Wright  addressed  the  graduating  students. 
School  Board  Chair  Donald  Arsenault  issued  diplomas. 
Following  the  ceremony,  a  reception,  sponsored  by  the 
P.T.C.,  was  held  for  the  graduates. 

SEPTEMBER 

The  new  school  year  opened  with  an  assembly  to  welcome 
students  and  staff  back  to  school;  the  theme  for  the  new 
year  was  "Start  Right  Now  -  Believe  You  Can  Learn". 

There  were  several  new  faces  among  the  staff. 
Ms.  Jodie  Byers,  Ms.  Brenda  Davis,  and  Ms.  Caren  Duford 
joined  us  as  special  education  teaching  assistants. 
Ms.  Nancy  Tomasko  became  a  part-time  teacher  of  grade  three, 
releasing  Ms.  Maxfield  for  her  new  duties  as  Guidance 
Counselor.     Ms.  Peggy  Brown,  and  her  assistant 
Ms.  Michelle  Weber,  succeeded  Ms.  Rachel  Tirrell,  and  her 
assistant  Ms.  Henrietta  Hodgman,  in  the  Food  Service 
program.      Both  Ms.  Tirrell  and  Ms.  Hodgman  were  an 
integral  part  of  the  school  for  many  years;  they  are  missed 
by  staff  and  students. 

Ms.  Mary  Maxfield  became  the  first  Goshen-Lempster 
School  Guidance  Counselor.    Two-fifths  of  her  day  is 
devoted  to  guidance  classes  which  focus  on  refusal  skills 
and  assert iveness  training;  each  classroom  receives  four 
weeks  of  training  sessions.    Other  guidance  duties  involve 
assisting  students  who  at  risk  of  scholastic  failure  and 
facilitating  the  transition  to  high  school  for  eighth  grade 
students . 

The  inception  of  an  Elementary  School  Guidance  Program, 
along  with  some  creative  methods  for  incorporating  a 
Reading  Specialist  and  a  Media  Generalist,  resulted  in  the 
Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School  receiving  the  State 
Department  of  Education's  status  of  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  APPROVAL 
WITH  DISTINCTION. 

In  the  first  of  a  series  of  P.T.C.  presentations, 
parents  were  treated  to  an  evening  with  Jim  Grant,  the 
nationally  renowned  Executive  Director  of  the  Society  for 
Developmental  Education.     The  presentation  focused  on 
the  educational  benefits  of  the  multi-age  classroom. 

OCTOBER 

On  the  evening  of  October  10,  an  Open  House  was  held 
for  parents  and  community  members.    Visitors  discussed 
school  programs  with  staff  members  and  viewed  various 
student  projects  and  school  work.    The  attendance  was 
outstanding;  Ms.  Rickard's  classroom  had  one  hundred  percent 
of  its  students  represented  by  their  parents. 
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A  Special  School  District  Meeting  was  held  to  determine 
the  support  of  the  community  for  the  Goshen-Lempster  School 
District  to  form  its  own  School  Administrative  Unit.    The 
community  endorsed  the  plan,  and,  as  of  July  1,  1997,  this 
district  will  be  School  Administrative  Unit  #71. 

NOVEMBER 

The  seventh  annual  Holiday  Crafts  Fair  took  place  on 
Sunday,  November  24.      The  fair  was  very  active  with 
displays  of  crafts  by  students  and  professionals;  many  fun 
activities  for  guests;  a  variety  of  foods;  and  even  a  visit 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Santa  Clause.

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SPECIAL  EDUCATION  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goshen: 

As  the  new  Director  of  Special  Education  for  SAU  #43,  I  am  very  pleased  to  be  back  in 
town.  Knowing  the  commitment  of  each  district  to  quality  education  for  all  students, 
made  my  decision  easy,  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  selection  committee  for  giving  me 
the  opportunity  to  serve  the  SAU  and  to  continue  with  the  dedication  to  programs  and 
services  for  students  with  disabilities. 

Currently,  there  are  305  students  who  are  "coded"  as  educationally-handicapped: 
Newport  -  173,  Sunapee  -  81,  Goshen/Lempster  -  40,  and  Croydon-  11.  At  any  given 
time,  there  are  approximately  10  students  in  out-of-district  placements.  This  occurs 
when  there  is  no  local  program  to  meet  a  particular  student's  needs.  Often,  the 
placement  is  made  by  the  local  district  court  when  a  youngster  has  run  into  legal 
difficulties  in  the  community.  The  majority  of  our  out-of-district  placements  are 
court  ordered. 

During  this  school  year,  I  am  assisting  individual  districts  within  SAU  #43  to  complete 
the  process  to  begin  billing  Medicaid  for  those  services  which  for  which  they  can 
receive  partial  reimbursement.  These  services  include  physical  therapy,  occupational 
therapy,  speech  therapy,  personal  attendants,  some  preschool  programs,  special 
transportation,  and  the  purchase  of  adaptive  equipment.  The  services  must  be  part  of  a 
student's  Individual  Education  Plan  (IEP)  and  the  student  must  be  a  registered  Medicaid 
recipient.  This  will  not  have  an  impact  on  a  family's  Medicaid  benefits  or  services  and 
will  be  an  important  new  source  of  revenue  for  our  districts. 

It  may  help  to  understand  the  obligations  to  students  with  disabilities  if  the  following 
is  reviewed.  It  is  "The  Education  for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act"  (P.L.  94-142)  that 
guarantees  the  following: 

•  A  free,  appropriate  public  education  must  be  provided  for  all  children,  without 
cost  to  their  parents  and  regardless  of  severity  or  type  of  disability.  No  child  may 
be  excluded  from  school  because  of  their  perceived  educability. 

•  Protective,  due  process  rights  must  be  ensured  for  all  children  with  disabilities 
and  their  parents  to  ensure  free,  fair,  and  unbiased  assessment,  placement,  and 
programming  for  students  with  special  needs. 

Education  in  the  least  restrictive  environment  must  be  provided;  that  is,  to  the 
maximum  extent  possible  "students  with  disabilities  must  be  educated  with 
children  who  are  not  handicapped." 

•  Individualized  educational  progrannning,  in  the  form  of  an  individualized  education 
plan  (IEP),  must  be  developed  for  each  student  receiving  services  under  P.L.  94-142. 
IEPs  must  be  developed  by  a  committee  composed  of  at  least  the  child's  teacher, 
the  parents,  a  representative  of  the  local  school  district,  and,  when  appropriate, 
the  student. 

•  Parental  involvement  is  required  for  all  decisions  regarding  the  programming  for 
students  with  special  needs.  Parents  are  to  be  involved  in  decisions  unless  they 
specifically  waive  the  right  to  do  so. 
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The  "Child  Find"  provision  of  the  law  also  requires  that  the  local  districts  actively  reach 
out  and  identify  potentially  handicapped  students.    If  you  have  questions  or  think  a 
referral  would  be  appropriate,  you  may  contact  me  at  the  SAU  office,  863-3540.
